Preventives of Tuberculosis. 


“ It i* p o ss ib le to estim ate th** effect 
on the length of life of the partial 
elim ination o f various diseases. Fsing 
th** statistics, experience and estim ate 
of eighteen physicians as ti* tin* pre 
rentab ility o f each of th e list of ninete­ 
en uses of death, 
we 
find 
th a t 
th** 
length of life could easily be increased 
from forty-five to sixty, an increase of 
one-third, or fifteen years. 
T his would 
result in a 
p erm anent reduction in 
death rut** of about 25 per cent. 
It 
would be feasible to prevent a t least 
75 |*er cent of cases of tulierculosis of 
the lungs a I. *1 thereby to lengthen life 
by about tw o years. If the d eath s from j 


violence were reduced only 35 per cent : 
hum an life would In* increased by .HU j 
a year. 
T he prevention of 45 per cent 
of oases of pneum onia would lengthen 
life by .1*4 a year. 
T hese diseases j 
alone could easily be reduced by these 
am o u n ts so as to lengthen life by sev- I 
oral years. 
T his could be done sim ­ 
ply through insistence by th e public 
on pure milk, pure w ater, pure air attid 
reasonable protection from accidents. 


Old Age Abnormal. 
“A nother m eth o d of estim atin g nor­ 
mal life is to reckon the length of no r­ 
mal life as th e tim e of old age now 
sets in. eightv-three year*.
